New Brockton High School 
Visited By “ Nosey Guest” 


The New Brockton High School and 
Coffee County Vocational Center had a 
special visitor on Thursday, May 20, 
and though the visitor was an invited 
guest of school officials, he was an 
unwelcome guest to some of the 
students! 

The special visitor was Uschi, a 
four-year-old German Shepard trained 
in Oak Ridge, Tenn., to sniff out both 
marijuana and explosives. This day the 
dog was given a tour of the school in an 
effort to find illegal drugs. The dog, 
valued at $5,000, and owned by the 
Houston County sheriff's Dept., makes 
trips throughout the tri-states area of 
Alabama, Georgia and Florida, primar- 
ily to assist schools in handling possible 
drug problems. It was his second trip to 
New Brockton in two years. 

**We don’t have a drug problem at 
New Brockton,”’ stated Superintendent 
of Education John Vaughan. ‘We 
simply bring the dog in as an edu- 
cational tool to let them know what can 
hapen if drugs are brought to school. 
We think the dog's special abilities act 

# as a deterrent. I want to emphasize that 
we don’t have a drug problem here, and 
it is partially because of this program. | 
think all schools should use the dog and 
use it as a means of prevention. It is not 
our intent to catch anyone. However, I 
can assure you that drugs are not 
tolerated on any of our campuses. 

If drugs are found in a car, the 
owner will be counseled, while if they 
are found on a student, the Board's 
policy is for expulsion.”’ 

‘Sheriff A. B. Clark makes the dog 
available to ali schools,’’ said Coffee 
County Sheriff Brice Paul. ‘‘And school 
officials bring the dog in to insure a 
drug problem doesn’t occur. The dog 
will go to one or two schools a week, as 
requested. We have brought the dog in 
upon Supt. Vaughan’s request the past

two years. And, while last year every 
school was searched, this year only New 
Brockton was searched, due to schedul- 
ing problems.”’ 

Last week’s search began at 10:00 
a.m., and the dog searched the student 
parking lot, classrooms and places law 
enforcement officials felt drugs would 
most likely be hidden. During the 
search, the dog sniffed out one mari- 
juana joint in the men’s bathroom, one 
marijuana joint in the canteen, a bag 


containing “%-ou.ice of marijuana in the 
library, a bag containing '2-ounce of 
marijuana, cigarette papers and a 
lighter in a paint room in the voca- 
tional school, and a bag containing four 
pills (used as uppers), wrapped in a 
stretcher in another room in the yo- 
cational school. 


Supt. Vaughan reported the search 
served its purpose, and hinted it would 
be an annual occurrence in the county. 


Magwood Death Sentence Is Upheld 


An Alabama appellate court has 
upheld the death sentence of convicted 
murderer Billy Joe Magwood, and a 
date for his electrocution is expected 
to be set within a few days by Circuit 
Judge Riley Green. 

Magwood was found guilty of the 
murder of Coffee County Sheriff Neil 


Grantham on June 2, 1981, and the 
death sentence was recommended by 
both the jury and the court. The 
sentence was automatically appealed by 
state law, and the ruling on the appeal 
was announced last week. 

In announcing its ruling, the court 
stated that the Supreme Court of 


Alabama had indicated the standards 
and procedure it requires the court to 
follow in reviewing capital murder 
cases, and that the appellate court had 
scrutinized the case in light of the 
standards, and found the crime was 
properly punishable by death, and that 
the sentence was appropriate. 


Inmate Charged In Robbery 


An inmate at the Elba Work Release 
Center has been charged with third 
degree burglary in connection with the 
theft of $500 from the office of Elba 
Recreation Director Dennis Smith. 

Ronnie Baker, age 25, of Barbour 


County, was to be paroled on June 4, 
but is now in the Coffee County Jail 
awaiting transfer to a state prison. If 
convicted of the burglary charge, Baker 


- could face life in prison under the 


habitual! offender statute.

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Commission Sets Up 


Fund To Cover Expenses 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, May 24, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise and 
handled only routine business in a brief 
one hour meeting. 

Present at the bi-monthly meeting 

were Commission Chairman James L. 
Sawyer, Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston, and Commmissioners Gilmer 
Grant, .Rex Boutwell, Billy Eagerton, 
Charlie Mack Martin, Eugene Bradley 
and Marvin Bowden. 
“The first order of business was the 
reading of a letter from General 
Telephone requesting the commission 
enter into an agreement with the 
company giving it permission to install 
telephone lines on county right-of-way. 
The commission agreed to enter into the 
agreement, but insisted the company 
acquire a damage bond of $3,500 in case 
of damage to the right-of-way. 

The final paperwork on a 
Community Development Block Grant 
from the state was signed. giving the 
probate judge, acting as commission 
chairman, the authority to sign all 
future documents involving the grant. If 
received, the grant will be used to pave 


roadway in three locations in the 
County. 
The State Highway Department 


announced a federal grant program to 
provide rural transportation for county 
residents, and, as in the past, the 
commission passed the fund applica- 
tion to the Human Resource and 
Development Commission for its con- 
sideration. : 

As requested at the previous meet- 
ing? cdst estimate was compiled on 
repaving Herman Driggers Drive, near 
Elba. The commission agreed the road 
is in poor condition and needs immedi- 
ate work, but after looking at the cost 
estimate, took no action and ended the 
discussion. 

A county map showing redistricting 
plans was passed around and it revealed 
that voters in the Cool Springs and Mt. 
Pleasant areas would change and be in 
District 73 for representation in the 
House of Representatives. The two 
areas would be the only in Coffee 
County not included in District 74, now 
served by Jimmy Holley, The change 
was included in the state’s original 
reapportionment plan that was rejected 
by the United States Justice Depart- 
ment. However, since no objections 
were voiced concerning the change, the 
new statewide plan will also include the 
change. The reapportionment program 
is initiated every ten years to balance 
population trends and to insure equal 
representation. 

Upon the request of the County 
Pensions and Security Board, the 
commission took no action to appoint 
two new board members to replace two 
members who recently resigned. The 
board stated it has five active mem- 
bers and sees no need to fill the 
vacancies, which are filled by the 
commission. The members who re- 
signed were Marvin L. Carroll and 
Johnie B. Maddox. 

A special fund was set up Monday to 
cover expenditures related to the con- 
struction of a new county jail in "New 
Brockton. Though expenditures are now 
few, the need to cover costs will

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increase in the future, and the new fund 
will insure prompt payment. The special 
fund will repay the General Fund for the 
expenses. Two expenses were revealed 
Monday in a bill from the archi- 
tectural firm of Pearson, Humphries, 
Jones and Associates, thus initiating 
the need of the fund. The bill included 
$2,500 for a jail population survey 
conducted by Dr.Mike Haley and $325 
in legal fees. 

In a related jail matter, the commis- 
sion voted 4-2 to employ an Enterprise 
firm to conduct a survey of land at the 
proposed jail site in New Brockton. The 
National Guard unit in New Brockton 
had originally agreed to do the survey, 
but constant delays resulted in delays 
by the architect, and it was decided the 
survey must be done as soon as 
possible. The firm of Smith Surveyors 
will do the work, and the survey will 
then be sent to the architect. Voting 
against the motion to hire a surveyor 
were Bradley and Bowden. 

Billy Devane, acting head of the 
Highway Department, was at the meet- 
ing and got approval to get bids on two 
two-ton trucks and a large bush hog, 
and to purchase two small bush hogs. 
Devane presented the specifications on 
the trucks, to be used with dump 
bodies, and the commission agreed to 
open the bids on June 14. The need for 
the bush hogs was brought up by the 
commission, which stated the grass 
along county roads needs cutting imme- 
diately. After a discussion on the 
county’s needs, it was decided to buy 
two bush hogs and put them to work 
immediately, and to seek bids on a large 
bush hog. 


Comm. Boutwell reported that the 
city of Kinston had applied for a grant to 
repave streets within the city limits, and 
to better qualify for the funds, drain- 
age work needs to be done. The 
commission, acting on Boutwell’s re- 
quest, agreed to provide machinery and 
labor to help improve drainage on the 
streets. 

In other action at Monday’s meet- 
ing, the commission: 

**refused to allow a dance instructor 
to conduct lessons in a room at the Farm 
Center; 

**set up a June meeting with Health 
Department officials, representatives of 
R&R Solid Waste and Judge Gary 
McAlily to discuss legal options in- 
volved in garbage pickup; 

**told Comm. Gilmer Grant to 
present a formal letter of resignation 
before it would accept the his resigna- 
tion from the South Central Mental 
Health Board; 

**heard Comm. Rex Boutwell in- 
vite all.county residents to call him with 
suggestions concerning management of 
the Forestry Commission before he 
attends a conference on June 10; 

**heard representatives of Engin- 
eering Service Consultants offer to 
provide professional engineering advice 
on projects involving oil lease wind- 
fall money, until a county engineer is 
hired; 

**and, by a vote of 4-3, with Sawyer 
breaking the tie, defeated a motion to 
change the starting time of commission 
meetings to 10:00 a.m. 


The next commission meeting will 
be on Monday, June 14, in Enterprise.

Holley Proposes Lower 
Out Of State Hunting Fee 


Representative Jimmy Holley 
reported Wednesday morning of this 
week that he had successfully engin- 
eered a'bill that would drop the cost of 
out-of-state hunting licenses. 

Holley noted that during the regular 
session of the Alabama Legislature a 
bill was passed raising the cost of an 
annual hunting license for out-of-state 
hunters coming into Alabama to a cost 
of $175.

They have some highly-paid folks in Dothan if 
the average of maintenance, secretaries, clerks and all, is that 
high. Actually, a closer look reveals some making from eight 
to 1S thousand not being replaced. We assume that means it 
is politics as usual and they hope their voters don't put a 
pencil to their savings as we have done. 


The Industrial Appreciation Day held in Elba last Saturday 
was 4 great success. As the day moved forward, more and 
more people became involved. The local industries had a 
chance to show their stuff and citizens got a chance to learn 
what really is made in Elba. Plans are already underway for 
an even bigger event next year. We congratulate the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Alabama Legislature is in special session mainly to come 
up with some sort of reapportionment plan that the U.S. 
Justice Department will accept as fair to all. The plan 
adopted in the regular session of the legislature was thrown 
out and the lawmakers were given a deadline for coming up 
with a new plan. The plan being considered now leave? 
Coffee County in the same layout as the earlier plan. House 
District 74 will include all of Coffee County except a corner 
below Enterprise. It drops the corner of Covington County 
and now takes in the northern part of Coffee, previously 
included with Pike County. We don't know what the final 
count will be, but all indications are that the only parts being 
debated are in the black belt. and therefore our area will stay

The Falkland Islands 
crisis may well have resolved 
itself in either peace or war 
by the time you read this, but 
the effects are sure to be 
lasting, especially on the 
United States. 
I have just returned from 
a week long trip to London 
and Buenos Aires. reporting 
on the conflict for WBTV 


the 


Charlotte. North Carolina, 
television station for which I 
work. Our story covered 


twenty thousand miles and 
three continents. Our reports 
were captured on videotape 
by a WBTV news photogra- 
pher and transmitted back to 
Charlotte and New York by 
international Satellite 
through the facilities of CBS 
News. They were also seen 
on many other CBS stations 
across the country. 

We attempted to capture 
the human story behind the 
conflict--the feelings of ordi- 
nary people in both countries 
that the network reports 


often miss. Thus, our sources 
were not primarily govern- 


ment officials, but rather the 
man and woman on the 
street. 

In both cities, we found 
people eager to talk with us, 
and almost unanimously be- 
hind the positions taken by 
their respective governments 
in the crisis. However, the 
nature of their feelings is 
quite different. 

To the British, it seems 
largely a matter of wounded 


national pride--an outrage 
that the Argentines invaded 
the Falklands. which the 


British consider their sover- 
eign territory. They believe 
that aggression must not 
succeed in this case, or other 
nations will be tempted to 
use violent means to settle 
international disputes. 

The Argentines feel very 
deeply that the islands (they 
call them the Malvinas) are 
rightly theirs. They have 
been taught from childhood 
that the British took the 
Malvinas by force in 1833 
and have refused to nego- 
late a peaceful return of 
them to Argentine control.

Argentina 
is 4 land.of European immi- 
grants, primary from Italy 
and Spain; Buenos Aires is a 
cosmopolitan city combining 
old world and new, and its 
people are proud of their 
economic and cultural pro- 
gress. 

One wishes the everyday 
citizens of the two countries 
could work out their nations’ 
differences in this tragic 
situation, But at this writing, 
events seem to move toward 
a bloody and perhaps lenathy 
conflict in the stormy waters 
of the South Atlantic.

There has been so much 
nagging and what-have-we 
over the courthouse and jail 
here until it has become a 
great shame throughout the 
county. I can’t understand 
why some people want 
everything moved to New 
Brockton. People have 
gotten along fine as it is, 
seems to me. 

Let me say I am totally 
against moving either to New 
Brockton. If] get a chance to 
vote on the issue | will vote 
NO. I do believe that the 
One-cent sales tax would 
have been the fairest way to 
have appropriated revenue to 
finance such building; but I 
voted NO on the tax because 
of the wording of the ballot, 
and against Judge James 
Sawyer. 

I have been told by a 
former commissioner that a 
few years ago they saw this 
thing coming concerning the 
jail and that a jail site had 
been agreed upon near what 
is now the Work Release 
Center; and contact had been 
made with government 
sources in Atlanta, Georgia, 
in regards to a new jail with 
the federal government 
paying 90 percent of the cost, 
with Coffee County paying 
10 percent, which could have 
been paid by using county 
equipment for grading and

WEED CONTROL 

Peanut and soybean 
growers are in their annual 
battle now with weeds and 
grasses. Some herbicides are 
very effective acainst certain 


weeds and others are ineffec- 
tive. It is important to know 
the weeds that you have and 
the herbicide which is most 
effective against them. 

Generally speaking, on 
the contact herbicides like 
Butyrac, Butoxone and Pre- 
merge 3. The sooner you can 
put these materials out on 
the young, tender weeds, the 
better kill you'll get. 

Of course, you can't get 
all of the weeds in one 
spraying. Some growers 
make the mistake of waiting 
until a lot of the weeds have 
germinated and come up so 
they can kill more of them. 
This will work to a certain 
exient--if the older weeds are 
not too large. In most cases, 
it is best to make 2-3 applica- 
tions if necessary. The main 
point is to do everything you 
can to have weed-free pea- 
nuts and soybeans certainly 
for the first eight weeks. Call 
us if you have questions. 


FOR THE FUTURE 

For the long haul, Coffee 
County beef and hog pro- 
ducers will be much more 
successful by buying the best 
breeding stock available. 
This is especially true for 
herd bulls and boars. There 
is no way to get around the 
fact that superior animals 
beget superior animals. 

Dan Presley of the 
County Extension staff is 
helping a lot of beef and hog 
producers select superior 
animals. As you plan ahead 
in your beef and. hog enter- 
prise, think about improving 
the quality. Presley is just as 
close as your phone. He is in 
contact with a large nymber 
of people who either have 
Superior animals or know 
where they can be located. 


SCOUTING 

Some farmers due to the 
acreage they planted or to 
the work they have can pro- 
fitably employ a crop scout to 
keep up with insects, disea- 
ses and weeds in their crops 
through the summer. 

This scouting service will 
be available again this year 
to Coffee County farmers. If 
you are interested in having 
someone check your peanuts 
or soybeans each week 
throughout the growing sea- 
son beginning about June 10, 
get in touch with me at the 
County Extension office.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE

Section 1. Section 2 of Act

147) is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

‘Section 2. The Coffee 
County Commission or any
